1914 that her works were first pub­ 
lished and the world began to learn 
about this artist who had lived, 
worked and died in seclusion.

(or Emily Dickinson*, but when the 
curtain rises she has been dead 18 
years. 
Only a few poems written 
by her have been published, but 
these have made her famous.
